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Among other things, the 1982-83 school 
year will be remembered as the first year 
ever that FHS has fielded an Ultimate 
Frisbee Team. 

Ultimate, combining aspects of foot- 
ball, soccer and basketball, is played with 
a Frisbee by two seven-man teams whose 
object is to score touchdowns by com- 
pleting passes into the opponent’s end 
zone.

When hearing the letters, I.C.T., the 
most frequent question is, ‘“‘What’s 
that?”’ 

I.C.T., which stands for Industrial 
Cooperative Training, is a program that 
allows the student to take classes for half 
the day and work a part-time job for the 
other half. This enables the student to 
complete a high school education, earning 
while he earns. 

The program is taught by Mr. Bill Tur- 
ner, who has been teaching I,C.T. for the 
last 9 years at FHS. The 62 students en- 
rolled in the program this year are re- 
quired to work an average of 15 hours a 
week for 36 weeks, or 540 hours. This 
program is designed to provide a practical 
way for students to learn a trade or in- 
dustrial-related occupation while attend- 
ing high school.

One of the newest clubs in FHS this 
year 1s the Hispanic Forum/Organization 
of American States Club (HF/OAS).

The highlights 
of the 1982-83 academic school year were 
our participation in the 1982 Invitational 
Model OAS, and the club’s trip to Spain 
during Spring Break, 1983. 

The Model OAS was sponsored by the 
Organization of American States General 
Secretariat on the 6th and 7th of Decem- 
ber, 1982. It provided a challenging and 
academically rewarding experience for 
all participating club members. As dele- 
gates, we represented the country of 
Argentina and dealt with the economic, 
political and social problems facing the 
hemisphere today.

After a feast of 
Spanish foods, all students were enter- 
tained by a fashion show of native cos- 
tumes from the Americas and a folkloric 
dance performance by many native 
groups. It was a moment we will always 
remember. 

In January, all club members geared up 
for the trip to Spain. Twelve students vi- 
sited Madrid, Avila, Sevilla, Segovia, 
Malaga for 10 days during the Spring 
break in 1983. In order to financially 
assist the students who were going, the 
club formed a Parent’s Booster Club, and 
sponsored Raquel Pena, a well-known 
Flamenco dancer, who agreed to do a 
benefit performance at FHS on March 13, 
just one day prior to her opening night at 
the Kennedy Center. The show was a 
success and some of us even took 
Flamenco dance lessons after school 
from Raquel. 


The club’s treasury increased through- 
out the school year. A big contributor to 
the funds was the students’ efforts while 
selling poster-calendars in September. 
We were also involved in the sale of sta- 
tionery and shoe laces. It was a lot of fun. 
We were very proud of doing all fund 
raising activities because as a club we 
offer a student grant for worthy members.

Harold Stalnaker, the name and the 
face are both well known at Fairfax High 
School. Mr. Stalnaker played an impor- 
tant role in not only the athletic depart- 
ment, but the community and school as 
well. He came to Fairfax in 1956 after he 
received a phone call from a friend and 
current principal of Robinson High 
School, Mr. Bob Russell. Mr. Stalnaker 
was asked to leave his native West Vir- 
ginia home to come teach at Fairfax. He 
also coached the Varsity baseball team 
and assisted with the football and basket- 
ball teams. Mr. Stalnaker has also been 
actively involved with the Fairfax Little 
League, the Police Youth Club, Babe 
Ruth and the American Legion program. 

Mr. Stalnaker believes the time and 
energy given to these activities have pro- 
vided for a better relationship with the 
community and its people. Fairfax High 
School has been the host school for many 
district tournaments and sports clinics. 
Professional athletes have frequently 
provided instruction for Fairfax youth 


during Mr. Stalnaker’s years as athletic 
director. 

In June of 83 the last of Mr. Stalnak- 
er’s three children graduates from Fair- 
fax. Mr. Stalnaker had no desire to teach 
anywhere else and strongly believes, 
“Once a Rebel, always a Rebel.’’

Building Supervisor Tharp on some occasions 
worked his night shift and assisted the next two 
crews. As he stated, ‘‘What do you do? The work 
has to be done. The school has to be kept clean.”’ 
Fairfax High is utilized 16 hours each day for educa- 
tional and community activities. This requires three 
custodial crews to arrange needed equipment, to 
maintain cleanliness, and to replace supplies. 

The day shift of 4 is supervised by Margaret Bur- 
ton. This crew, which most students see, should 
have 7 workers to meet the requirements of students 
and outside groups using the facilities. The evening 
shift of 3 includes supervisor Pearl Dixon. The 
largest shift has supervisors Hubert Tharp and Dot- 
tie Kidwell overseeing a night crew of 11.
